Name of his Holinefs the Pope. The Duke of Lorain 
was drefied that Day in a Coat and Mantle of Gold 
Brocade, and carried a Hat in his Hand witha red 
Feather. ‘The Cloaths of the mo‘t Serene Arch- 
dutchefs were of the utmoft Magnificence, and all the 
Lords and Ladies of the Court were moft richly ap- 
parelled. The Duke and Dutchefs of Lorain walk’d 
out of the Chapel immediately after their Imperial 
Majefties, to the Apartment of the Emprefs Regent, 
where they and the whole Imperial Family din’d in 
Publick, with a charming Concert of Voices and In- 
ftruments, and the fame Ceremony was obferved as on 
the Day preceding.

_ In thort, all the Particulars above recited, are but an 
imperfect Detail of the Pomp and Magnificence that 
fhone during thofe three Days. The Defart at the 
Marriage Feaft was both curious and coftly, and con- 
fitted ot 14 Pyramids, adorned with Figures relative to 
the Celebration of the Naptials. The Nobility dittin- 
guifhed themfelves in an extraordinary Manner by the 
Richnefs of their Habits, and the Beauty and Magnifi- 
cence of their Equipages and Liveries. The Cloaths 
and other Dreffes for the Wedding, than which nothing 
could be richer, were ex pofed to publick View for feve- 
ral Days before the Marriage, in one of the Rooms of 
the Palace, to which fuch vaft Crowds of People came 
to fee them, that feveral were hurt, and a Counfellor 
at Law was killed by the Thrift of a Halberd from one 
of the Guards. There were, among other Things, 
two magnificent Toilets, and two compleat Services, one 
of them Silver gilt, of curious Workmanthip, and the 
Arms of Auftria engraved on every Piece of Plate. 
There were fifty Suits ef Gold and Silver Brocade, of 
various Colours and Fafhions, and the fame Nutmber 
of Head-drefies, the Lace of which coft above 50,000 
Florins. ‘There were moreover a great Number of 
Baskets, curioufly wrought, full of Fahs, Ribbons 
Gloves, &c. and the whole, which was for moft Part 
of the Emprefs’s own chufing, was valued at above 
200,000 Florins, exclufive of the Jewels. The Duke 
of Lorain’s Wardrobe was alfo expofed to the View of 
the Publick, in which, among others, were 24 Suits 
of Cloth of Gold and Silver. His Royal Highnefs alfo 
caufed 600 Gold Medals to be ftruck, of the Value of 
3 Ducats a Piece, on one Side of which were the Bufte 
of the moft Serene Archdutchefs and the Duke of 
Lorain, and on the Reverfe an Altar, with two flaming 
Hearts upon it, and over it Religion crowning them 
with this Motto, Tandem Votorum compotes, i. ¢. At 
length their Wifhes ate crowned. The Duke has alfo 
cauled as many Silver Medals to be {truck as amount in 
Weight to 1200 Ounces. 

The Promotion of General Officers, which, it was 
expected, would be made by the Emperor, on account 
of this Marriage, was deferred, as tis faid, becaufe his 
Imperial Majeity had a Mind to confult upon that
